Few paople who ohtain patents 
bave any idea of the pnctioal routine 
of the offioe which gmnti th«m their 

coveted document guaranteeitis: ])r()- 
taction tor Mventeen yean in the en- 
Joymeat of their invention. The pre- 
■ent Patent Office h'.iildiii},', which 
ooet •omething like thr«e million dol- 
""laifl, WM htgnn in IMA, and the lait 
wing, completed in tinic for holding 
the Lincoln inaugural. ball. It ibtl- 
tara the five hundred c!erke of 'the 
Patent Offioe force; about four hund- 
red Land Office clerks, and the per- 
•coal foroa of the Secretary of the 
Ia|arior» aom two hundred in nnm* 
W. 

The question of making the Patent 
Office wholly independent ol the In- 
terior Department hai long been agi- 
(ated, and today in its wotk it it prac- 
tically io. The Secretary, it is true, 
qppolnti all the derke, but only upon 
the recommendation of the ^Commi(- 
aioner of Patents, and appeals are ta- 



jkken fr(Ha.theQoiiunisi|oner'8 deoision, 
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the question of granting patents was 
decided by the Secretaries of State 
and War, and the Attamar Qeaanl, 
•ad the document was signed by the 
Prwident. In 18'!() the office was for- 
IMd ae a bureau of the Sute Depart- 
loaat, and the law provided for a com- 
niMfoner, one examining clerk, three 
•other clerks, a OMMMlger and a nia- 
vhinieL A few yean later this bu- 
reau was transferred to the Interior 
Department. 

At the present time there are in 
Ar azamiuing corps of the Patent 
Ofice about two hundred people As 
our system requires the patent to be a 
tolerably oertain guaranty both as to 
practical utility and aa to novelty, it 
is necessary that every pessible tield 
of invention ahould have ita expert. 
The examining force is clapned in 34 
divisions, each baying its regular line 
of inventiona and its qaotaof asperte; 
.and eaeh division beitig entirely inde- 
)peDdeut of aU others, and arbitrarily 
^pwating or leAuIng pataati in its 
•own line. 

In each examining division there 
Via from four to six ai'iiistaut exaniiu- 
ara, and each assistant lias his regular 
branch or eubdiviaioa of the work. 
One man may make a lifelona atudy 
of gu enginca, another of photogra- 
phy, a third of a particular branch 
of niettiihirgy, i tc. The chief of the 
division is called the Principal £xam- 
laar, and hia aahry la 12,600. The 
assistants rank as Ist, 2d, 8d and 4th 
asaistants, and their salaries range 
teonnaQO to 11900. Admiaaioa ii 
flMaiatl ia the force as Fourth As- 
■btaut Examiner after a special tech- 
nical examination in charge of the 
Civil Service Com mission. Very few, 
excepting graduates ot oollegea or 
tadbnieal schools, pasa tba a x a wto a 
tions, and for the last ten yean near' 
ly every man ap(K)inted has been 
flfaeh from active studies. The An 
napolia Naval Academy has furnished 
more L.en for the examining corps 
than any other school, although Yale, 
Cornell, the Univenity of Michigan, 
and the Woreeeter Polyteenic Inati- 
tata are not far behind. Some forty 
AmNieaa ooUagea in all are repreaen- 
fedk Ttraan of aflka ia regarded aa 
%ure, whatever tha jpoUlUt'*' tft* ad' 
miaiatratioa. 

Szaminationf u to ofBee nilea and 
decisions of the Commissioner and 
Ysriom courts upon queationa regard' 
lag the patents, an hald every year 
or two, and each peraon entering the 
axamination is aflerwavda given 
printed liet of competltoi^ airadgfed 
ia the order of merit. The promo- 
taona follow this list almost uniform- 
ly. Bemovala for pditioal purposes 
are praotioally unknown. On an av 

««ga about taaVo«vlh|Aari«UoVS», 
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fill vacanciee caused by resignations 
'ordeatha. Tha examining fbroe is 
the great school of training for patent 
attorneys or agents. After a few yean 
of oike woA, and a eonne of law in 
one of Washington's evening law 
schools, the young examiner is "open 
to offend at laadjr la tlafl tfa lor him- 
self. 

The scientific library, to aid the 
examiners in thuir work, contains (>•'>, 
000 volumes, and has on file six hun- 
dred technical magazinea. In times 
past some divisions would keep np to 
date with their work, while others 
would lag firom two to fborteen months 
behind. This caused perpo tual won- 
der among inventora as to why some 
applieationa would go thfoagh bo 
(jUBskly, while others were unexara- 
iued for months. Many an attorney 
baa had work takaa out of hia hands 
b3oanBe n rival had liappened to Hie 
an a|ipii('ation relating to an art kept 
up to date. At present, for the first 
time in fifteen yean, the work of the 
entire office is kept within one month 
of date. The Patent Office receives 
about forty thousand applications |)er 
year, and acta fkvorably upon alx)ut 
aeventy-five per cent, of them. 

All patent! are issued rain vt shine 
hoHdav or otherwise, upon Tueedav. 
and are given regular nuinbeis in 
their proper order. The present se- 
riee, which was begun ia 1880, haa 
just passed 534,000. Copiea of all 
patents are kept in stock, and wUl be 
sent to any ona who deairoe them, at 
a uniform jjrice of ten cents each, 
"Positively no credit is given" to any 
one. 

Aside from the scientific examining 
corps, there are some three hundred 
members ol the clerical force of the 
Pajbat Offiee. llieir dutit^safe to re- 
, ^fiffi aBd^'urUfute the appli<:^liou8, 
pHnt and prepare the patent when 
granted; prepare oopiea of drawings; 
record assignmenta and attend to the 
many outside <lutie» arising in carry- 
ing on the work of llie office. And 
although their work ia intareating and 
important, it cm not he here more 
fully indicated. The value of the 
patanta granted by the Oovomment 
of the United States dejjends largely 
upon the skill and experience ot the 
Examiners.

Tliey Are Tapped Itt 
Bnkiliai tfwnsbt. 
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Tha bueineia of rubber gathering, 
after the forest has been reached, be- 
gins with the opening of a road— h 
winding pathway Just wide enough to 
allow a man to pais fronutrae to tree. 
Usually one hundred rul>ber trees are 
connected by one of theae roads, the 
intervals betweaa them varying from 
twenty flMt orleaa to hundreds, while 
oae mans road may not be more than 
a quarter of a mile long |hia nearest 
neighbor may hava ta walk JJIva or 
six times as far to Nadi tha ntte 
number of trees. 
Thara ia aa madi diffcranee la tha 

milk fniin riibl)cr trees as in the milk 
from different ctws. The consistency 
of tha aap variaa, aona yWding a kr- 
gcr and some ft siiinlh'r proportion of 
solid rubber. In the same roa«l one 
tree may yield a thick, creamy sap, or 
even nothing at all, the flow being so 
Kniuli that the sap merely puts in an 
ap])earuucc wi thout iraaohing tha cup 
underooath. Where several taps are 
made on the same tree, some may run 
freely, while others give nothing at 
all. On other trees, again, all the 
tips may run freely. In view of tha 
(iilli'reiicca in luantity and quality, 
the yield of the road, instead of sin- 
gle trees, is taken aaa atandard ia any 
rubber camp. 

One man can easily tap one hund- 
red traaa dally, placing on aaeh flva 
or fix cupa to cntcli the f;ip. These 
trees, on what is called a good road, 
will yiald at tha oommenoament of 
the crop sea-on about '^2 poun<l8 of 
sap for each tapping. But all the 
roads are not e«jually good, and one 
with the yield just mentioned may lie 
next to another that yields only ten 
pounds ot sap, Ou the lower Ama- 
zon, ■ in a field containing Mveral 
thousand rubber trees, not more than 
10 or 12 pounds of sap can safely be 
counted on for each 100 trees per day 
Supppeiug the trees to -be tapped reg- 
ularly for ^wo'vve weeks -ihe uxteot 
6{ the tapping season— the total yie!ii' 
per tree would be about 7 pouada per 
tree. But a rubber gatherer cun with 
no great exertion, work two roads n 
seaaoB, maktog at the average yieli 
here mentionnd 700 pounds of rubber 
An active, hard working man can 
double this product, and can do even 
better with his wife to help. Ia par 
tially cleared forests, a gatherer carea 
for more trees. 

In the Sute of Amazonat the avei- 
age size of the rubber treea is large 
and tha yield greater. Tliis is be- 
cause ruliber gathering has not be;n 
[iractioed there so long, and the trcea 
have been alloweil to mature fully be- 
fore being tapped. Id the lower dis- 
tricts, where the rdbber industry had 

its origin, the yield per tree in much 
less now than formerly. A man who 
worked in the rubber fields forty yean 
a^'o once told tne that he hail known 
road^ of one hundred trees to yield 40 
to 48 ponrda of aap per day. while 
his early employer used to complain 
)ecausa tha yield had fallen from (>•) 
and 65 potinds, Today au occasional 
rublier tree will sometimes yiel4 two 
pounds at a single tapping, but there 
«.re more on which the scanty exuda- 
tion dries on the bark without reach- 
ing the cup. 

Ti e quaiitity of sap needed for ma- 
king a pound uf iadia rubber va s 
more than the (piantity of milk need- 
ed to make a pound of butter. As 
two pounds may be given aa the aver- 
age, very muoh more ia aometimca 
necessary. The yield of rubber from 
a given measure of sap is greater at 
the beginning of tha aeaaon thao at 
its close, the aapa eoaaiitaaoy ataadily 
diminishing. 

The aga at which rubber traea be- 
come fit for tapping depends upon 
their surroundings. In the dense fur 
eata thay will hardly bear tapping be- 
fore the age of twenty-five or thirty 
yean; in jiartially cleared forests they 
can be tapped at sixteen yean, while 
on lands from which the other growth 
has been removed, rubber trees begin 
to yield at tan yaan, and if carefully 
treated, appear not to aaftr Arom the 
tapping. The trees in o'.oarad apaqes 
grow much mora rapidly than those 
in the dense fbrealf. Without doubt 
the application of soignee would in 
crease the yield of sap and also the 
proportion of solid rubber contained 
iu it, but this good reault is aot yet to 
be looked for. The rubber gstheren 
will truat to the prodigality of nature, 
nattl all af tba uaaxplored itelda have 
baaa opaaed and all the existing trees 
hava boaaaahausted. How long that 
will ba la tha future may ba inagiu' 
the worst hu not been aeen, Five ^ ^hen one refleots that trees coo 
thousand peraona are now fbd daily by , ^Que to be Uppad that have been

St. .lohns, N. v., March 7 — The 
steanmhip (irand Lake, from Halifax 
with donations for the poor and offier- 
ing< from Halifax people on board, 
arrived herd at 6:30 o'clock this afttr- 
uoon and was welcomed by more thsn 
two thousand persons, who crowded 
the wharf and cheered with the wild- 
est enthnsium. Tha atan and stripes 
floated at the Oraad Lake's masthead 
A feature .of tba demonstration was 
the wild maaaar ia whieh the crowd 
responded to cheers for the flag. Fiu- 
all y cbeen were proposed for the Am- 
ariaaa people, aad the firaaaied crowd 
cheered until almost exhausted. Af- 
ter the vessel had been made fast to 
the wharf, his lordship, Uev. Llewel- 
len Jones, bishop of Newfoundland, 
and othen went aboard and met Mr. 
Faya, who had charge of the provis- 
ions, tiffing to th« lateness of the 
hour it was decided to call a meeting 
of tha laliaf oommittee at 7 o'clock 
tomorrow, whan the gooda will be for 
mally handed over to the repreaenia 
tivea of the various religious denomi 
natbna for distribution to the unfor 
tunate people throughout tha Uand. 
The situation and plans of distribu- 
tion were fully expUined to Mr. Fay 
and ha expraaaed entire aatiaAwtion at 
the manner in which relief is to be 
given.

Until now the lack 
of desks has been a great hiudrance;
